Having been advised of the above infonnation about my rote as a witness 
in the investigative process, I solemnly swear the statement which fottows 
is tnje and complete to the best of my knowledge and tseiief, and 
addresses the issues and concerns raised with me by the investigator. 

( am an African American male and I retired from ttie U.S. 
Government Printing Office (GPO) on November 10, 2004, The tast 
position I served in was Supervisor of Printing in the Production 
Department in Washington, D.C. I held this position for at>out a year and 
a half t>efore I retired, t was employed with GPO for thirty eight years. I 
served in a supervisory capacity since 1976. 

My duties were supervising the delivery of production and ) also 
oversaw the production of Congressional Agency job requests. In 

addition, I was responsible for tracking jobs and ensuring jobs were 

delivered on time. 

I was not the Seiectir^g Official for the follovwng positions: i4ead 
Deskperson, under vacancy announcement numt>ers 04-161 and 04-162; 
Group Chief, under vacancy announcement number 04-163 Danny 
Young was the Selecting Official. Mr. Young consulted me and asked me 
to m^e a recommerKlation from the applicant pool. 1 was asked to make 
the recommendation t}ecause [ had been a part of the unit since 1971 and 
served as a supervisor since 1 976* i was not a supervisor of the 
Production Department at the time the applications were presented to me. 
I believe t was also asked to make a recommendation because t was 
familiar with the capabilities of the applicants and I had a grasp of who 
could perform the required tasks. All of the selectees and some of the 
applk^nts performed some if not aB of the duties prior to the posibon 
being advertised. 

Mr Young provided a copy of all of Vtxe applications including Mr. 
Hairsine's. After I reviewed the applications, 1 chose v^o I t>eiieved to be 
the B^t Qualified out of those candidates and Mr. Hairsine was not one 

of them. All of the applications that I reviewed, I believe the candidates 
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were qualified. The selectee* (thrw) were all African-Amerioan. Race 

was not used as a factor when I made the recommendations to Mr. 
Young, 

I supervised Mr. Hairsine for a few years white he and I were on the 
midnight or third shift. We used to interact on a daily basis. 

Over the course of my tenure with GPO J have served on 
numerous panels which was either a Selection or Promotion Panel. I vras 
asked to serve after I initially volunteered in 1976. i was ont^asked to 
serve on a panel In whic^

I was familiar with the functions of the offfce such as EPD and Pre Press. 
I was never asked to serve on a panel concerning the functions of the 
Binding department because I was not familiar with that unit. 

I vaguely remember a conversatk>n v^h Mr. Hairsine concerning 
his nonselection for the advert^ed positions. I also do not recall if I have 
ever seen Mr. Hairsine's application for advertised positions in the 
Production Department until the recent positions he applied for. 

I have promoted approximately five White empk>yees during my 
tenure. All but one of the emptoyees are still working for GPO. The 
others have retired. 

I have reviewed this statement, whk^h consists of these
